Highway maps were 
unavailable in those days. 


He was the last survivor 
among nine founders of the Auto­ 
mobile Club of Michigan. 


Bachman is survived by his 
widow. Lula E.( a eon and two 
daughters, all living in Mich­ 
igan.'Burial will be in Woodlawn 
Cemetery.

In his Kentucky foray Rom­ 
ney visited - the birthplace of 
Abiaham Lincoln, the first Re­ 
publican president, at Hodgen­ 
ville. There he was given a 
gavel made from a branch of an 
oak tree estimated to be 300 
yean old.

LONDON (AP) — Soviet Pre­ 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin in his 
talks with British Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Wilson emphasized 
three themes which, taken to­ 
gether, point to historic change 
in the Kremlin’s approach to the 
outside world. 


British and Soviet officials 
said the Soviet Russian leader 
repeatedly stressed: 


1. The Soviet Union wants a 
Vietnam settlement desperately 
— but not at any price. 


2. Moscow fears the power 
struggle between Mao Tse-tung 
and his antagonists could de­ 
teriorate into civil war. Or it 
could turn China into an in­ 
tensely nationalist, expansionist 
state fired with the ambition to 
settle old scores against the 
“outer barbarians” — including 
the Soviets — with whom it has 
territorial disputes. 


3. The Soviet Union is pri­ 
marily t European power with 
a right to share in maintaining 
order not only in the Communist 
part of the continent but also in 
the capitalist part. By stabiliz­ 
ing Europe on an antifascist 
base, Kosygin and his succes­ 
sors would have their hands 
free to meet any challenge that 
may «rise on their border with 
China. 


On Vietnam, Wilson was told 
time and again in to many 
words: “We Russians are real­ 
ists. We know President John­ 
son may reject Hanoi’s sugges­ 
tion that a military standoff 
against North Vietnam could 
lead to peacemaking. If he does, 
the war will grind on until the 
Vietnamese win. We ara here to 
iitofiMftmii't altow ‘w arffeng 
war to HéMe tiK It's up to the 
Americans, therefore, to get 
themselves off the hook they 
made for themselves.”

ALPENA (AP) - Five Legis­ 
lators in Michigan’s 37th Sena­ 
torial District have gone on rec­ 
ord supporting tax reform but 
insist it be attached to a reduc­ 
tion in property taxes. 


Sin. Thomas F. Schweigert, 
R-Petoskey, and four H o u s e 
members approved a 10-point 
program Saturday after two 
days of hearings in Alpena. 


They said in part they would 
support “the principle of tax re­ 
form, based upon Just and equit­ 
able revision of the present tax 
structure. ..guaranteeing a much 
needed reduction of the proper­ 
ty tax.” 


Action On Mae Tells 
The group said they were de­ 
termined to get action “against 
the prohibitive Mackinac Bridge 
tolls” and would press for a 
system cf scenic highways along 
the Great Lakes.

Skin Cancers 


NEW YORK (AP) — The goal 
of curing cancer with drugs is 
being achieved in skin cancers, 
a researchers reported today. 


Various drugs are curing 60 to 
96 per cent of some types of skin 
cancer, said Dr. Edmund Klein, 
dermatologist at Roswell Park 
Memorial 
Institute, 
Buffalo, 
N.Y. 


“Healing occurs with slight or 
no recognizable scarring,” as 
may occur from surgical or X- 
ray treatment, he added. 


In 
cancer 
terms, 
“cure** 
means no return of the cancer 
for at leest five years. This is 
being achieved, Klein told the 
New York State Medical Society 
in describing research with 
more than 300 patients begun 
more than five years ago. 


The techniques are being used 
and studied at 22 other medical 
institutions with similar results, 
Klein said. 


The drugs — half a dozen of 
them used far less effectively in 
treating other kinds of cancer — 
are applied directly to the skin 
in ointment or other forms. 


The significance of the re­ 
search extends beyond the abo­ 
lition of skin cancer in many 
cases, Klein said. 


It adds to the hopes that effec­ 
tive drugs may be found to 
overcome other, internal forms 
of cancer. A true chemical cure 
of cancer so far has generally 
been credited only in a very 
rare type of cancer of the uterus 
or womb — choriocarcinoma —» 
with the drug methotrexate.

Negro Protest 
Strike Fizzles 


DETROIT (AP)—A so-called 
racial strike — dubbed a “new 
tool of protest” by its sponsors 
—appeared to have had little or 
no effect today in Detroit. 


Spokesmen for both the city 
operated bus system and Gen­ 
eral Motors, both of which em­ 
ploy large numbers of Negroes, 
indicated that workers reported 
in normal numbers on their 
first shifts. 


“Attendance at all GM plants 
in Michigan is normal or better 
than normal,” ssid a GM offi­ 
cial. 


The strike was called by Ne­ 
gro leaders in protest over what 
they called “double - standard 
treatment** by Congress of Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell, D-N.Y. 


Strike committees in Detroit 
and Muskegon called upon Ne­ 
groes to stay away from their 
Jobs and to keep their children 
out of school. The strike call 
brought some dissension in the 
Negro community.

Again Saturday 


LANSING (AP) - Surprising 
almost no one, Zolton Ferency 
said today he has changed his 
mind and will run for a third 
term as chairman of the State 
Democratic party. 


Ferency said widespread sup­ 
port for him at county and dis­ 
trict conventions around the 
state last week caused him to 
declare his candidacy. 


Last Jan. 19. Ferency an­ 
nounced he did not plan to run 
for another term because of op­ 
position from “many party load­ 
ers and elected officials.” 
Despite his 
announcement, 
there had been constant specu­ 
lation that Ferency itever in­ 
tended to relinquish his chair­ 
manship without a fight at next 
Saturday’s state party conven­ 
tion in Grand Rapids. ' 


Ferency said today that based 
on resolutions passed at local 
conventions, he would have sup­ 
port of more “than 1,000 dele- 


gates at Saturday’s convention. 
It will take 1,117 to elect a 
chairman. 


Ferency’s re - election ap­ 
peared certain. The only other 
announced candidates for the 
job are Richard Stout of Mar- 
shall, a state agriculture com­ 
missioner; former State Rep. 
Andrew Wistl of Houghton; and 
Ann Arbor attorney Peter Dar- 
row. 


Besides the grass roots con­ 
vention support, Ferency said 
he “has received numerous 
telephone 
falls, 
wires 
and 
letters urging me to reconsider 
my decision’* not to run. 


In response to an unanimous 
desire on the part of active 
Democrats fqr an open state 
convention . . . I have agreed to 
allow my name to be placed in 
nomination,** Ferency said. 


He added that if elected he 
definitely would not serve more 
than that two-year term.

The headquarters of Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland, com­ 
mander of U.S. forces in Viet­ 
nam, was the target of the mor­ 
tar attack in Saigon, but the 
closest round fell in a street 
about 75 yards from the com­ 
pound and no Americans were 
hurt. 


That round hit a truck in a 
Vietnamese army convoy, ex­ 
ploding ammunition in the vehi­ 
cle. and nine soldiers were 
killed and nine were wounded. 
Earlier reports said 14 soldiers 
were killed, but this figure was 
lowered later. 


When 
Vietnamese 
police 
closed in on the house where the 
Viet Cong had set up their mor­ 
tar, the guerrillas were believed 
to have triggered a timing de­ 
vice that set off other mortar 
rounds. The explosion killed two 
policemen and a 9-year-old child 
and wounded 31 other policeman 
and civilians» Vietnamese au­ 
thorities reported. Again there 
were no American casualties.

Six Die In Fire 
At South Haven 


SOUTH HAVEN (AP) - Six 
children perished early today 
in a fire that destroyed their 
tenant house on a farm 
miles south of Pullman in Alle­ 
gan county. State Po 1 i c e at 
South Haven said* three others 
—two adults and one child — 
escaped and were being treated 
for shock and burns at a South 
Haven hospital. 


The South Haven fire brought 
the state’s weekend fire death 
toll to nine as three D e t r o i t 
youngsters died Sunday in a 
fire in their family's apartment. 


Detroit police listed the vic­ 
tims in that fire as Pamela 
Jones, 3, her 20 - month - old 
brother Reginald and a 10- 
month-old sister Lisa. 


Troopers identified the vic­ 
tims as Brenda Stringer, 15, 
Randy Bice, 10. Deborah Bice, 
9, Connie Bice, ft, Marsha Bice. 
7 and Steve Bice. 3. 


The parents of the Bice, chil­ 
dren, Mr. and Mrs. Alvie Bice, 
and Sharon Stringer, 14, es­ 
caped the fire. State Police say 
the Stringer children w e r e 
from a previous marriage of 
Mrs, Bice. 


Troopers said the fire broke 
out in the frame building where 
tho children were sleeping. 
Sharon awoke and ran to an ad* 
joining building where her par­ 
ents were sleeping to r o u s e 
(hem. Troopers say flames pre­ 
vented thorn from reaching the 
children trapped Inside, 


Resume Attack 
Order Could Go 
Out Anytime 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Prompt 
resumption of the U.S. air war 
against North Vietnam 
was 
foreseen by officials here today 
unless the North Vietnamese 
start reducing military opera­ 
tions or otherwise move toward 
peace. 


President Johnson has devel­ 
opments in the situation under 
almost constant review, inform­ 
ants added — presumably in­ 
cluding a surprise meeting ear­ 
ly today between British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson and So­ 
viet Premier Alexei Kosygin in 
London. 


An order to return to the at­ 
tack could go out at any time, it 
was indicated, if there were no 
move toward peace talks. 


ladleates No Change 
U.S. officials said an unex­ 
pected weekend extension of the 
lunar new year pause in bomb­ 
ing of the North does not indi­ 
cate any change in basic U.S. 
policy. They ruled out a long 
suspension unless Hanoi takes 
reciprocal action. 


Johnson himself made the 
decision for the extended bomb­ 
ing pause following the four-day 
holiday truce throughout Viet­ 
nam. The President reportedly 
acted at the last minute on Sat­ 
urday when the 96-hour cease­ 
fire was coming to an end. 


According to 
authoritative 
information, Johnson acted aft­ 
er an exchange of messages — 
presumably including telephone 
calls — with Wilson. 


Wilson osid Kosygin concluded 
their 
scheduled 
conferences 
Sunday. But they met aorly to­ 
day for an additional 65 minutes 
at Kosygin’s hold hours before 
his scheduled return to Moscow. 


Mao Allows Tafts? 
Newsweek magazine said the 
State Department is studying an 
unidentified Eastern European 
diplomat’s report that Red Chi­ 
na’s Mao Tse-tung has given 
North Vietnam approval to 
negotiate with the United States 
on condition that the talks be 
direct, and not through the of­ 
fices cf the Soviet Union. 


In a related story, the maga­ 
zine said Johnson insisted that 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., issue a dsnial that the 
senator had received a peace 
feeler while on a visit to Paris. 
It was Newsweek, in its last is­ 
sue, that said Kennedy had re­ 
ceived the peace feeler through 
a French diplomat. 


Third Air War Pause 
This is the third pause in the 
air war against North Vietnam 
that started in February 1965. 
The first bombing suspension 
was undertaken in May 1965 and 
ran for five days. Johnson or­ 
dered the second at tho end of a 
Christmas-New Year's truce in 
December 196ft. Thait 
pause 
lasted 37 days. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
has said since then that each 
pause was initiated because 
some government in,touch with 
the Communist regime in Hanoi 
predicted peace talks might be 
started if the aerial bombing 
ended. 


In recent months North Viet­ 
nam has been saying that peace 
talks “could” result if the Unit­ 
ed States ended the bombing 
unconditionally. This Johnson 
has declared he will not do in 
the absence of a matching mili­ 
tary reduction by the Commu­ 
nists. 


Johnson summed up his posi­ 
tion in a letter last week to Pope 
Paul VI: “I know you would not 
expect us to reduce military 
action unless the other side is 
willing to do likewise.**

State Pay Hike 
Rests On Taxes 


Heavy public opposition to 
any new taxes may block Mich­ 
igan’s 40,000 state employes 
from a basic 7 per cent raise 
next July recommended by the 
State Civil Service Commission, 
Senator Thomas F. Schweigert 
(R-Petoskey) said today. 


The raise would go into ef­ 
fect automatically unless two- 
thirds of the House and Senate 
reject it. 


**It begins to appear that, be­ 
cause of the state's serious fi­ 
nancial situation, there will not 
be enough money coming into 
the treasury to provide the $23 
million 
increase 
that 
this 
recommended raise and fringe 
benefits would cost, said Sch­ 
weigert. 


**lt isn't a question of whether 
the state employes are entitled 
to salary increases. It is simply 
that the money won't be there 
and the state treasurer can't 
pay it out unless it comes in.** 
Schweigert said that it would 
take a heavy vote of both 
Democrats and Republicans to 
overrule 
the 
Civil 
Service 
recommendations. 


“There are indicationa that 
heavy taxpayer pressure against 
new levies will have its effect 
and that both Houses of the 
legislature will produce the re­ 
quired two-thirds vote to avoid 


the raise and what might be 
resultant financial distreM,** he 
asserted. 


*«lf the taxpayers insist that 
they will stand for no new 
levies, then the state must cut 
services drastically and avoid 
any increases in existing costs 
to avoid serious consequences 
later.'* 


"The ruling last week by At­ 
torney General Frank J. Kel­ 
ley that the state must pay in 
full the expensive Medicaid 
law passed last session by the 
Legislature throws the state's 
financial plight into even deep­ 
er trouble,** said Schweigert 


**The day of reckoning on 
heavy Democratic spending has 
arrived and, unfortunately, the 
state'a 40,000 employes may 
have to help pay for the Demo­ 
crats* expensive giveaway pro- 
grama by not getting the pay

21 Latin Nations 
Approve Ban On 
Nuclear Weapon 


MEXICX) CITY (AP) — Six­ 
teen Latin-American nations are 
expected to sign a treaty Tues­ 
day banning nuclear weapons 
from their region, but it proba- 
bb' will not become fully effec­ 
tive for years. 


The treaty is the world’s first 
to ban nuclear weapMis in a 
populated area and covers m<^t 
of the Western Hemisphei*e be­ 
tween the Unitied States and 
Antarctica. 


Twenty-one Latin - American 
and Caribbean countries gave 
final approval to the treaty Sun­ 
day after almost foiu* years of 
negotiations. Five of tiie 21 said 
they could not sign it Tuesday 
but indicated ttiey would do so 
later.

"This tiung is not over,’* he 
said. *‘It won't be until this talk 
conspiracy between Jack and 
Oswald is ended and the truth 
accepted. 


“We don't know yet what we 
will do to end it, but we will find 
a way,’* he said. 


Earl Ruby said the talk of 
conspiracy plagued 
a dying 
Jack Ruby in his Dallas jail 
cell. 


“Jack was obsessed with it,’* 
Earl Ruby told an interviewer. 
“He could not understand it He 
had taken a lie test before ttie 
Warren Commission. It was in 
tiie record. He would ask me: 
'Why don’t people listen to the 
Warren Commission?* ** 


The W a r r e n Commission 
named Oswald ss tlie killer of 
President Joim F. Kennedy. It 
said Oswald acted alone. 


“There was no cwispiracy," 
Earl Ruby said. "Jack killed 
Oswald, not because of any 
conspiracy. 


“Jack was an emotional guy. 
He lived on his emotions. He 
loved the President of the Unit­ 
ed States, no matter who it was 
—Roosevelt, Eisenhower, but es­ 
pecially Kennedy. He killed Os­ 
wald b^ause of his affectton for 
President Kennedy."
